The  SAC/MIDWEST  Coin  Club,  is  a  result  of  the  merging  of  the  SAC 
Coin  Club  and  the  MIDWEST  Coin  Club.  As  the  current  secretary  of 
the  SAC/MIDWEST  club.  I  searched  through  the  documents  in  my 
possession,  and  the  time  period  for  this  merger  to  have  taken  place 
is  somewhere  in  the  early  months  of  1976.  I  assume  the  two  clubs 
had  the  same  lack  of  membership  problems  in  the  1970’s  as  most 
coin  clubs  have  today,  which  resulted  in  the  merger. 

Our  club  has  as  one  of  its 
objectives,  to  provide  an 
opportunity  for  coin  collec¬ 
tors  to  get  together  for  an 
exchange  of  numismatic 
information  and  to  buy  and 
sell  numismatic  material  to 
other  collectors.

brought  before  the  membership.  The  business  portion  is  also  a  time 
where  any  member  may  present  their  “Show  and  Tell”  for  times 
which  they  procured  since  the  last  meeting,  we  then  have  a  “live” 
auction  of  any  items  our  members  have  brought  to  sell.  The  auction 
is  normally  the  liveliest  part  of  our  meeting  and  we  always  have  a 
great  time.  Our  paid  membership  for  2008  is  22.  Most  of  our  mem¬ 
bers  have  been  collecting  for  many  years,  and  have  diverse  collect¬ 
ing  interests.  We  encourage  our  members  to  bring  guests  to  the 
meetings,  and  hopefully  they  will  become  new  members.  The  club 
is  a  member  of  the  ANA,  the  membership  card  says  a  member  since 
1962. 

To  keep  the  club  solvent  during  the  year,  we  do  have  yearly  dues, 
and  an  annual  raffle.  The  dues  at  present  are  $10  per  year  for

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Buried  Treasure  In  Nebraska

After  the  discovery  of  gold  at  Sutter's  Mill 
in  California  in  January  of  1848,  gold  nug¬ 
gets  and  dust  quickly  became  an  accepted 
unit  of  trade  in  the  area.  Unfortunately  it 
could  not  become  a  universally  accepted 
form  of  exchange  as  purity  and  exact 
weigh  was  unavailable.  A  common  unit 
was  the  "pinch"  which  obviously  varied  be¬ 
tween  merchants  and  owners  varying 
widely.  A  general  call  for  the  U.  S.  Mint  to 
establish  a  branch  was  ignored  and  al¬ 
though  federal  law  did  not  allow  states  to 
set  up  mints,  individuals  could.  By  1850 

there  were  over  15  such  mints  operating  in  the  San  Francisco  area 
alone.  Virtually  all  of  these  firms  were  turning  out  reliable  coins 
while  the  U.  S.  Mint  finally  established  an  assay  office  and  in  1853-

54  the  San  Francisco  Mint  went  into 
the  official  mint  was  unable  to 
even  closing  for  several 
vate  mints  were  contracted  to 
striking  and  unofficial  firms 
making  their  own 
"coins."  One  of  these  firms 
logg  &  Co.  who  produced 
over  $6  million  in  gold  "coins" 
beginning  in  February  of  1854 
though  no  exact  records  were  ap¬ 
parently  kept. 


After  a  two  year  hiatus  in  Indian  hostili¬ 
ties,  the  residents  of  Thayer  County  be¬ 
came  complacent.

Two  ranchers  named  Ben¬ 
nett  and  Abernathy  lived  near  the  site  of  what

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would  become  Alexandria  in  1871  and  on  what  would,  a  short  time 
later,  become  the  Thayer  County  Poor  Farm.  The  two  men  lived  in 
a  "cave  in  a  limestone  bluff"  with  a  log  front  room  and  a  spring  in 
one  corner  of  the  cave.  When  the  marauding  Indians  laid  siege  to 
the  dwelling,  Abernathy  buried  the  "large  quantity  of  gold  in  his 
possession"  in  the  cave.  The  Indians  then  set  the  log  room  on  fire 

killing  both  men.  Soldiers  discovered 
the  men's  burnt  bodies  some  days  later 
and  simple  sealed  them  in  the  cave 
remnants  effectively  sealing  their  home 
cum  tomb.  Although  locals  ransacked 
the  site  in  search  of  the  gold  they  knew 
of  but  the  Indians  were  unaware  of,  the 
gold  was  not  recovered. 

In  1907  two  boys  playing  in  the  woods 
on  the  site  uncovered  58  of  the  $20  Kel¬ 
logg  &  Co.  gold  pieces.  Because  nearly  all  of  the  various  private 
California  gold  strikes  were  accepted  by  the  U.  S.  Mint  and  subse¬ 
quently  melted  down  and  restruck  as  official  U.  S.  coinage,  all  are 
extremely  are  today.  Nearly  all  of  the  Kellogg  Co.  coins  still  in  exis¬ 
tence  can  be  traced  back  to  the  Thayer  County  Hoard  and  because 
all  are  still  in  nearly  perfect  condition,  they  carry  an  individual  value 
of  nearly  $17,000. 

Nearly  everyone  still  dreams  of  finding  a  lost  cache  of  gold  hidden 
away  a  hundred  years  ago  and  many  stories,  a  few  undoubtedly 
valid,  live  on  to  tempt  treasure  hunters. 

In  March  of  1870  the  Deadwood-Sidney  Stage  was  robbed  netting 
four  gold  bars  and  a  huge  cache  of  currency  in  what  was  called  the 
largest  gold  robbery  of  all  time.  Three  of  the  gold  bars  and  the 
currency  was  recovered  fairly  quickly  but  the  fourth  bar  remained 
elusive.  Then,  28  years  later,  the  Capitol  Saloon  in  Sidney,  which 
had  belonged  to  Sheriff  "Con"  McCarty  at  the  time  of  the  robbery, 
burned  down.  When  the  site  was  then  excavated  for  a  new  bank 
building,  workers  found  a  gold  bar.  Some  reports  said  the  recov¬ 
ered  gold  was  in  fact  gold  painted  lead.  If  this  is  correct  that  last 
genuine  gold  bar  must  still  be  somewhere  in  the  vicinity. 


“No  less  a  personage 
than  Buffalo  Bill  Cody 
even  claimed  to  have 
buried  over  $15, 000  in 
gold  somewhere  be¬ 
tween  North  Platte 
and  Scout's  Rest 
Ranch  in  a  drunken 
stupor.  " 
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Other  caches  from  robberies  include  $40,000  garnered  from  a 
Kearney  bank  robbery  buried  near  Sargent  in  Custer  County; 
$125,000  of  gold  designated  for  an  Army  payroll  is  buried  in  a 
"buffalo  wallow  near  Hastings"  in  Adams  County;  another  400 
pounds  of  gold  stolen  near  Sidney  in  1867  was  supposedly  buried 
on  Lodgepole  Creek  when  the  robbers  were  found  by  a 
posse.  Jesse  James,  Kid  Wade  and  other  well  known  robbers  are 
said  to  have  buried  their  loot  at  Devil's  Nest  in  Knox  County,  a  cave 
near  Macy,  south  of  Basset,  west  of  Plattsmouth,  near  Mullen,  Nio¬ 
brara  and  Lexington.  Other  early  settler  and  Oregon  Trail  travelers 
appear  to  have  simply  abandoned  caches  of  buried  god  at  Rulo, 
Chimney  Rock,  next  to  Ogallala's  jail,  Peru,  Wood  River,  Decatur, 
Seneca,  Gordon,  Staplehurst  and  the  cellar  of  the  now  long  gone 
Hotel  Bolton  in  Scottsbluff.  No  less  a  personage  than  Buffalo  Bill 
Cody  even  claimed  to  have  buried  over  $15,000  in  gold  somewhere 
between  North  Platte  and  Scout's  Rest  Ranch  in  a  drunken  stupor. 

If  you  don't  want  to  wander  so  far  from  Lincoln,  when  I  was  a  boy 
the  story  circulated  that  a  farmer  buried  cream  cans  of  $10  and 
$20  bills  under  his  barn  northwest  of  the  current  Southeast  Com¬ 
munity  College.
